Appendix to Ministry of Commerce Public Notice 
No. 96-ITC(PN) 185—88 dated the 14th May, 1986. 
Licensing Conditions in respect of Public Sector imports 
under Japanese grant Aid of Yen 1,584 billion 
(Yen 1,584,516,000) (Debt Relief) for i985-86 
extended by the Government of Japan. 

Section T.—General Conditions : 

I(i) The Japanese Grant Aid of Yen 1.584 billion 
extended bv the Government of Japan is united in 
favour of OECD and developin_g countries. Accord¬ 
ingly the commodities and services incidental thereto 
to be procured under this Giant Aid can be imported 
from Japan and all countries enumerated in the h'st 


at Annex!urc-I which will be the eligible source coun¬ 
tries under this Grant. The Ust of cUwble commodi¬ 
ties that can be imported under this Giant Aid is at 
Annex urc-II. 

I(ii) Thfe licence will bear the superscription 
“Yen 1.584 billion Japanese Grant Aid for 1985-86”, 
The licence code for the first and second suffix will be 
“S|JN”. These will also be repeated in the letter from 
the CCI&E forwarding the import hcence. 

I(iii) No remittance of foreign exchange will be 
permitted against the import licence, except bank 
charges which may be remitted through normal bank¬ 
ing chamiels. Any payment towards Indian Agent’s 
commission should be made in Indian rupees to the 
agents in India. Such payments, however, will form 
part of the hccnce value and will, therefore, be charg¬ 
ed to the licence. 

I(iv) The import licence will be issued on GIF 
basis with an initial validity of 12 months. For exten¬ 
sion of the validity of the licence, the licencee should 
approach the licensing authority concerned who shall 
consult the Department of Economic Affairs (Japan 
Section) in the matter. 


I(v) Firm order must be placed on C&F basis on ' 
the overseas suppliers located in Japan and in other 
eligible countries mentioned in Annexure-1 and sent 
to the Under Secretary (TO, Department of Econo¬ 
mic Affairs (Japan Section), Ministry of Finance, 
North Block, New Delhi (within 4 months from the 
date of issue of the import licence). “Firm Orders” 
means purchase orders placed by the Indian licencee 
on the Overseas supplier duly supported by order 
confirmation by the latter or purchase contract only 
signed by both the Indian importer and the Overseas 
supplier. Orders on Indian Agents of Overseas sup¬ 
pliers and lor order confirmation of such Indian Agents 
are not acceptable. 

1 (vi) This condition of the placement of contracts 
within 4 months ncriod will he treated as not having 
been complied with unless complete contract, docu¬ 
ments reach the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Economic Affairs. Japan Section, within four months 
from the date of is,sue of the import licence. If firm 
orders as explained in para Ifv) above cannot be 
placed within 4 months for valid reasons the licencee 
shokild submit the imnort licence to the concerned 
licensing authorities givina reason,« why orders could 
not be completed within 4 months. Such requests for 
extension in the ordering period will be con^-idered 
on the merit by the licencine authorities who may 
grant further extension npto a maximum ncriod of 
4 months. If however, extension is 'nought beyond 4 
months from the date of issue of this import licence, 
such nronosals will invariablv be referred by the licen- 
cinii authorities to the Denartmf'nt of Economic Af¬ 
fairs (Japan Section) Ministry of Finance. North 
Block, New Delhi rvho will consider such extension 
on the merits of each case and communicate their 
decision to the Uccnsinc authorities for communica¬ 
tion to the licence. 


In fixinsr the terminal date for shipment it sho^ild 
be noted that this date should not be beyond 31-3-87. 
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Section U—Special points to be kept in view while 
Negotiating a supply contract. 

lI(iKai The C&F value of the contract should be 
ex.pressed in Yen or US Dollar or Found Sterling with¬ 
out fraction less than one Yen, one cent or one penny 
and should exclude Indian Agent's commission, if any, 
which should be paid in Indian rupees. In no circums¬ 
tances the contract value should be expressed in 
Indian rupee or in any other currency. The FOB cost 
and freight amount may be shown separately but it 
should be clarified in the contract whether the freight 
charges will be payable on actual basis or whether 
the freight charges indicated in the contract would 
be the amount payable irrespective of the actual 
charges. 

(b) The contract should provide for payment on 
cash basis i.c. on presentation of shipping documents 
by the Japanese suppliers to the Bank of India, Tokyo. 

(c) The purchase order and the supplier’s order 
confirmation should be in English only. 

n(ii) Only one contract .should be entered into 
against the import licence. In exceptional cases, more 
than one contract may be permitted to be entered 
into, for which prior approval of the Department of 
Economic Affairs, Ministiy' of Finance, should be 
obtained so on after (he date of issue of the import 
licence. 

llfiii) Eligibility of Supplier 

The ^pplier shall be a national of the eligible 
source countries, or a juridical person registered and 
incorporated in the eligible source countries. 

Section III 

The following provision should be specifically incor¬ 
porated in the supply coruract; — 

III(i) The contract i.s arranged in accordance with 
the Agreement dated the 1 8-2-86 between the Govern¬ 
ment of India and Japan concerning the Grant Aid 
of Yen 1.584 billion for 1985-86 “and will be sub¬ 
ject to the approval of Government of India”. 

Ifl(ii) Payments to the overseas suppliers shall be

IV(i) As soon as the orders are finalised, the licencce 
should forward to the Under Secretary (TC), Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, North 
Block, New Delhi, 4 copies of the contract duly 
signed by both parties or purchase order by the 
Indian Importer placed on the Overseas supplier 
supported by order confirmation in writing by the 
Overseas supplier of their photo copies complete in 
all respects with two photo copies of the relevant 
valid import licence and two copie.s of the request 
for issue of AlP” in the form at Annex, ni.

Copies 
of the A IP wall be endorsed to the Embassy of India, 
Tokyo, the importer, the importer’s Bank in India and 
Japan Section, Department of Economic Affairs.Minis- 
try of Finance. 

IV(iv') On receipt o' the Authorisation to pay 
(AlP) the Bank of India, Toli^o will intimate the 
fact of this receipt to the supplier under intimation to 
the Government of Japan, Embassy of India, Tokyo, 
the importer’s Bank in India and the CAA&A, 

IV(v) The foreign supplier shall, after effecting 
shipment present through his banker, the documents 
specified in the A|P to the Bank of India, Tokyo.
